“Of course, the children got to 
eat most of these things,”]laughed 
Lee.

Court Holds Hearing on 
Desegregation Decree

SAN ERANCISCO 一 At a 
bublic hearing held on Monday, the 
School desegregation consent decree 
entered into by the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) and the 
SF Unified School district Was 
widely acclaimed as a major step 
forwrd in integrating SF'S public 
schools. 

The consent decree arose outof a 
1978 lawsuit by the NAACP 
charging that the school district had 
unlawfully concentrated _ students 
and faculty in certain schools on the 
basis of race，had created faculties 
that .did not reflect the ethnic 
composition ofthe studentbody, and 
had，in general，denied minority 
students equal access to education, 

ISPUTE 
Ateam of educational specialists 
Was 3assembled to help resolve the 
dispute and to formualte Specific 
solutions to the problems identified 
bytheNAACP. These solutions are 
contained in the consentdecree. 

The document identifies nine 
racial and_ ethnic groups in the 
district: black，Chinese，Japanese， 
开 orean， Filipino， ， Hispanic， 
American Indian，whbite，and other 
non-wWhite. Under the decree，no 
regular public school would have 


Imore than 4596 of any one of these 
groups， 

To attain this goal, the district 
will transfer Students, redesign 
attendance zones， and enhance 
Schools in the Bayview-Hunters 
Points area to attract more students. 
In addition， faculty hiring and 
assignment procedures Would be 
altered so that faculties would reflect 
the Schools racial and ethnic 
characteristics. 

The public hearing was held in 
the courtroom of federal district 
court judge William 了 ，Orrick. 下 


， Orrick approves the consent decree， 


it will become a federally-mandated 
order and take effect in the fall of 
1983. As of press time，Orrick's 
decision is still pending. 
SATIISFACTION 

Thomas Atkins, general counsel 
forthe NAACP, opened the hearing 
by “ Proclaiming the NAACP's 
satisfaction with the consent decree， 
calling it a “fair and adequate 
Solution.” 

He noted that San Francisco has 
one of the most ethnically- and 
racially-complex School districts in 
the country. 

“The district is not bi-racial or 
even tri-racial. It is multi-racial and 
multi-ethnic. Yet Chinese, Hispanic， 
American Indian， black and 


Japanese students have been treated 


，as Second-class students and sent to 


Second-class facilities, ”he charged. 
“This consent decree represents 


asteady march to find out how equal， 


education for all these students can 

be attained,”declared the NAACP 

attormey.“It provides a framework 

for bringing to an end, finally and 

effectively, the abuses of the past.” 
UNIQUE 

Atkins ”praised _ the decree 
because it was Specifically designed 
and tailored to _ meet the unique 
problems of integrating SF?s 
Schools. One such Problem Atkins 
identified was the“re-segregation” 
of Some Schools due to _ student 
transfers.“Schools thathad initiated 
desegregation were re-segregated 
because of these transfer requests,” 
noted Atkins. 

The consent decree specifies a 
409% “trigger” regarding such 
transfers. Thus, when a single ethnic 
group reaches 409%6 of the student 
population， he explained， subse- 
quent requests from that group into 
the school would be strictly 
controlled.

“Day 
Seven is known as JU7D)ab which 
means everybody's birthday. Weeat 
Taw fish because it Symbolizes life,” 
he explained, noting that the Chong 
Sen Benevolent Association still 
carries on this tradition today. 

Another Fahsiennative, Lau Bor 
Nung,，was taken back to the many 
New Yearcelebrations in the village. 
“IThen there was the lantern auction， 
in Which the village would offersome 
20 to S$0 lanterns for sale. 

“People believed that Specific 
lanterns would bring a particular 
kind of blessing，such as wealth， 
marriage，or Imore children to the 
family.Ihey would therefore bid 
Vigorously for these good luck 
charms,， he declared, “especially 
those that coincided with good 
fortune the year before.” 

Lau also described a children's 
game he used to play, called zzaggQL 
“We gathered the bamboo ends of 
candlesticks that people Used for 
religious offerings and laid them on

the ground in the form of a circle， 
Then we tried to knock them out of 
the circle by throwing an old shoe 
heel at them. It was a lot of fun， 
esSpecially for kids.” 
ORIGIN 

Hu recounted afolk story aboutthe 
origin of the New Year celebration . 
“Once upon a time,”she began， 
“there was a wild beast called mrze7 
(Same character as that for year ). It 
would _ come down ， from” the 
Imountains every New Year's Eve. 
Everyone was afraid of this man- 
eatingbeast. Theyhid in theirhomes 
and drew pictures of bows and 
arrOWS On their doorsteps in a 
Symbolic gesture to repulse the 17ze7. 

“The next morning when they 
Woke up to find that everybody was 
alive and well，they rejoiced and 
celebrated having passed the 7ze7z 
danger. Today Chinese New Year is 
calledgyvomzriem which meanspassing 
OVer the 721e1.” 

Hu said that the Jiangsu people 
were vety Teligious and Superstitious. 
They prayed to something different 
every day of the New Year period. 
She said“Day One we prayed and 
offered vegetarian dishes to the god 
of heavens. Day Two we offered the 
“three beasts to the god of good luck 
and fortune， 

“Day Three we Prayed to the 
great king god,who was masterof all 


rt Overreached 


The decision by the Alabama court demanding payment 
from China for railroad bonds issued by the Qing Dynasty 
OVer 170 years ago borders on the absurd. The request by the 
bondholders” attorneys to _seize _ Chinese _ assets in the US 
Dorders on the irresponsible. 

China in 1911 was in a state of turmoil; the Manchu 
court was tottering and regional uprisings were frequent. 
Any would-be investor in Chinese Trailroad bonds would 
SUrely be cognizant of these facts and take them into cormr- 
sideration in deciding to Purchase the bonds. All invest- 
Iments involve risks and the Trisks involved in buying railroad 
bonds issued by the Qing Dynasty in 1911 were certainly 
extreme. 

Those that bought the bonds apparently accepted these 
Tisks. They made a bad investment in a corrupt government 
and it ls unfair of them to demand that :the present govern- 
ment make good on their error. Imagine Chinese investors 
asking the state of Alabama to redeem ”Confederate 
cuirency issued during the US Civil War! Any Potential sei- 
Zufe of Chinese assets in the US could have repurcussions 
far beyond the immediate issue of the iailroad bonds. It 
would seriously .jeopardize the entire relationship between 
the US and China. Even 1cLK of such action has placed a 
strain on that relationship.

Year. “Nobody goes out ta 
visit ”on Day One” Hu 
pointed _ out. “Only “beggars 
would do that， HI  a frend 


came over,he wouldmerelyleavehis 
name card.， 

Hu continued .to explain that on 
other days the young would visit the 
old; friends would see friends; 
grandchildren would spendtime with 
the maternal grandpbarents. (Gener- 
ally the grandchildren would live 
with the paternal grandparents 
already, so there was noneed to visit 
them,， Hu pointed onut.) 

Hu went on to talk about the 
Special foods served during the New 
Year: wonton,- Sweet dumplings， 
steamed buns and noodles，which 
Signified long life. “There would 
alwaySs be an overabundance of 


food,” she added. “We would 
purchase everything attheend ofthe 
year because “people “were 


Superstitious and didn't like to buy 

anything during the first week.” 
Other superstitions abounded. 

Duringthe NewYear,it was tabooto 


throw water out of the house，to 


SWeep the floor, or to use a knife. 

Ho Sau 玫 au, who onceresided in 
JIndonesia, recalled the warmth and 
hospitality of the overseas Chiense 
who lived there.“On New Year's 
Eve everybody would prepare lots of 
beef meatballs and brightity colored 
Sweet dumplings. After diniier，wWe 
putthem on trays, coveredthem with 
fancy embroidery，and offered to 
friends and neighbors. 卫 Veryone 
would do the same thing. It was a 
Very heartwarming tradition,” she 
remarked. 

HIT 

“There was : another Special 
custom,”related Hu.“On Day 15， 
the young men would parade around 
town carryingthe statue ofthe Tazsz 
buddha. In Djakarta, there is a river 
called Red Stream， So named 
becanise the water turned red whben 
the Dutch massacred the Chinese in 
the colonial days. 

“The parade would march across 
the nine bridges over the Red 
Stream. Ihe people on the Streets 
would Swarm up to hit the 7azsz 代 开 
Was believed that the more one hit 
the statue,” she explained, “the 
luckier one would be in the coming 
year.” 

Tong Bing Wah ofthe Nam Ping 
Association described his village 
traditions as being“similar to many 
other places.”“We had 1ie1zdz 人 
1ie1go, all kinds ofdeep fried snacks， 
candy and mandarin Organges. The 
Word for mandarin Oranges is gt 
which sounds the same as the word 
for fortuine,”he noted.“We also ate 
raw fish on Day Seven.” 

The Nam Ping Association tries 
to keep traditions alive by hosting 
New Year parties and banquets. It 
has，however，added one things 
unknowntothe villagers who lived in 
Nam Ping County.

“Cultural habits are ridiculed on 
both sides because they are 
unfamiliar. Language cadence and 
sounds,”cited Collier，““are mocked 
because people do not understand 
one another. All these misunder- 
standings are the result of a fear of 
the unfamiliar,， no matter what the- 
racial or linguistic background of 
those who hold them.”

By making the cultures of 
different students more familiar, this 
fear andthe resultant hostility willbe 
reduced, she concluded. 

Collier admitted thatitis difficult

“Ifone ofthe goals ofthe consent 
decree .is to _ enhance， quality 
education,”the group argued“that 
goal cannot be achieved while the 
Tights_ of the teachers who provide 
that education are being 
Systematically destroyed.?” 

Other areas addressed by the 
Consent decree concerm housing 
Patterns，Imonitoring test Scores of 
students and establishing a uniform 
discipline code.

Several speakers addressed the 
issue of jurisdiction for monitoring 
andenforcingthe consent decree, 让 证 
8_ approved. ”Atkins noted _that 
ordinarily，educational issues are 
under the jurisdiction of the states. 

“Only 这 there is unequal and 
unfair treatment does the federal 
court obtain jurisdiction” he 
observed. “And there is ample 
evidencethatinthe SF schooldistrict, 
discriminatory treatment has been 
the rule, not the exception.2” 


Atkins cited ,such Practices as 
building schools to separate students 
on the basis of race and designing 
School attendance zones to achieve 
Tacial separation as examples of the 
unwanted behavior. 

Because of this, it is imperative 
that the federal courts stay in the 
forefront of SF"s desegregatin 
efforts, urged Bernice Simpsonmofthe 
Western Region NAACP.““The 
federal courts retention of 
jurisdiction is critical.” 

“The program must be closely 
and_ Vigorously monitored -by the 
CoOurt” concurred Grandvel 
Jackson.“If this is not done, all the

Henry Der of Chinese for 
Affirmativef Action voiced a similar 
concern.

Over town_ when they should be 
concentrated in the Chinatown area. 
Der expressed hope that the human 
Rights Commission would monitor 
the utilization of the bilingual police 
force. 

RESIST 

Sun Hoon Ow ofthe Chinatown 
Youth Center pointed onut a related 
Problem between the police and the 
community. “Because of language 
and cultural barriers, a lot of people 
don't understand their rights and 
TeSponsibilities ” when they are 
stopped by the police. 

“Sometimes they resist and their 
acts may be interpreted as causing 
trouble.” She suggested that the 
Police Department or the Mayors 
Office make available bilingual 
leaflets explaining a person's rights 
When stopped by the police: 

In the medical field，Sophie 
Wong of North East Medical 

Services Was concerned about a 
new regulation that requires 
medically indigent adults to go to 
San Francisco General Hospital for 
treatment.“IThis presents adifficulty 
for non-English speaking people,” 
She explained. 

“Some people are just afraid to 
go over to another part of the city.” 
She added that many people wait 
until they become seriously ill before 
going to SFE General because they 
hope to use the faciities in 
Chinatown.

Louella Leon also had some 
complaints about SF General. She 
recalled escorting Seniors overto the 
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hospital and having to wait one to 
three hours for their turns. 

“Befere the medically indigent 
adults wege sent to SF General, the 
wait Was Usually 10 to 20 minutes,” 
She recounted. “Perhaps the 
problems now is a lack of staff，or 
perhaps it is the way appointments 
are Set UP.?” 

Since 1979, SF General has had

hospital assisting whomever calls for 
help.… But bilingual services are still 
lacking,” Henry Der indicated， 
“especially in the emergency room 
and psychaitric services.” 

The transfer of the medically 
indigent adults to SF General has 
created  a further ”need for 
interpreters,， According to _ Pat 
Franks, a health care analyst at the 
hospital, three bilingual health carre 
coordinators have ITecently been 
hired to help patients set Up 
appointments， Provide ”referral 
Service, and give out information on 
the various hospital services. Franks 
hoped that the staff would be 
expanded in future.

Bil TIomayo of the Asian Law 
Caucus pointed to _ the enormous 
delays in the immigration process.

“Then there is the question ofthe 
Tights of new immigrants, ”Wong 
continued. “IThey cannot exercise 
their rights because of their socio- 
economic conditions.” 

Yvonne Lee of Self Help for the 
Elderly concurred. Referring to the 
fact that many Senior citizens are 


now_ living in deplorable housing : 


conditions with no heat，no hot 
water，and rats in the house，she 
pointed to the“weak points”of the 
legislations which were originally 
designed to Provide more rights to 
tenants， 

“The majority of the seniors 
whom we work with know about the 
law，but exercising their rights as 
tenants is _ another _ matter,” she 
noted.“Many are afraid to do so for 
fear of being evicted or having their 
rents go Up. 

BUDGET 

Frances Lee .of Chinatown/ 
North Beach Community College 
Center Was concerned that the 
governor's proposed budget does not 
provide for any cost of living inrease 
or funding for .growth for the 
community college. 

“It even proposed _ charging 
tuition,”Lee exlcimed.“We had to 
turn away students because of our 
lack of funds. Most of our classes 
teach people vocational SFKills， 
English，and immigration informa- 
tion How can the government expect 
immigrants to be assimilated when 让 
is not providing them with even these 
basics”” demanded Lee. 

Middle-aged blue collar males 
have been given too little attention， 
charged Cameron House's Ernest 
Wu. In a dramatic, concise mannerT， 
he argued that the employment 
issues _ Should have Priority over 
others and that the city Should be 
instrumental in improving people's 
quality of life. 

The police liaison/social issues 
committe intends to review all the 
issues that were brought up at the 


meeting, accordingto CommissioneT 
Joan Zamora “Moulton. She 
indicated that some issues，Such as 
those on housing, will be referred to 
the other committees of the Human 
Rights Commission. 

In addition to the police 
liaison/social issues committee, the 
HRC has four other standing 
committees dealing with issues on 
housing，employment，youth and 
education，and gay and lesbian 


Tights. 
ACTIION 

“The committee willtake action on 
the lssues not referred to others,” 
Said CAA'`S Bayard Fong, amember 
of the police liaison/social issues 
committee. FEong，like several other - 
members of the committee, has been 
Selected for his close working 
relationship with the community. 

Fong continued，“With the 
immigration issue, for instance, the 
committee will try to meet with the 
INS and get some clarification on 
their policy, to see whether it is fair 
andjust.Ourrole is investigative and 
Imonitoring. We also act as a liaison 
between the public and the various 
government institutions.” 

The meeting was well attended 
by the general public，especially 
Senior citizens，perhaps because 让 
was conducted bilingually with 
Stanley Lim of the HRC providing 
Simultaneous interpretation into 
Chinese. 

Self Help for the Elderly's Vera 
Haile， another member of the 
committee, Saidthatthe meeting was 
good not only for the public, but for 
the commisioners of the HRC as 
Well. 

FIRST HAND 

“IThis 'is a chance for them to 
hear first hand some of the problems 
in the community,”she said. Haile 
noted that this meeting was the first 
one held in Chinatown for a number 
of years，Similar meetings will be 
conducted in otherparts of the city in 
future. 

“It helps us realize that there are 
Some problems common to different 
neighbqrhoods,” said ”Moulton. 
“IThe problems senior citizens are 
eXperiencing，Such as rats and the 
lack ofheat, are prevalent notonly in 
the Tendeiloin， They are in 
Chinatown, too. 

“Now that we understand, there 
is a chance to make changes, we will 
Imake the agencies more responsible 
to _ the community,” concluded

VICTORY 

His stint in the Congressional 
o 什 ce actually began last September 
under then-Rep. John Burton. With 
Burton's decision not to Seek 
reelection， and ”with Boxers 
Subsequent “Victory “over _her 
Republican opponent，Lim found 
himself with a new employer. 

“The majority of the people who 
worked with John (Burton) stayed 
with Barbara (Boxer),， recalled 
Lim.“Many of them helped with the 
election and endorsed Barbara.” 

Though he readily admits that he 
now likes his placement, the Social 
Work graduate student was equally 
open about his initial reluctance to 
enter this type of work， 

“IT never thought Td come into 
the political arena. All my life Tve 


had direct contact with people, but in 


外 ad school，I wanted Something 
different” Lim explained, “some- 
thing not in direct Service.” 
FEIRST 

His first choice actually was a 
hospital setting，where he hoped he 
might gain experience as a medical 
Social Worker._ With So many 
hospitals in the Private Sector，he 
though they might still be hiring. He 
had already dismissed the possibility 
of finding any intern positions in the 
PDMpbiic sector facilities, he laughed. 

He found the reality a_ little 
different.“Not that many hospitals 
had openings. And not all of them 
accept student interns as Social 
workers either” Lim recalled. 
“Some just limit themselves to two 
interns, and it's all on a first-come- 
first-serve basis.” 

Lim recalled that it was at this 
point that he decided to _ try 
Something even 1Ore different than 
working in a hospital，Ihus when 
Tepresentatives from the offices of 
Phillip and John Burton came to the 
university to Set Up interview 
appointments, Lim was in line. 

As he gazed around the now 
familiar surroundings at the federal 
building，he remembered his first 


.interview vividly.“I looked at the 


building (from the streetj) “and 
thought，“Maybe I should not come 
in here.” ”He laughed as he recalled 
how scared he was，but the people 
Were “So nice that it was easy to 
forget the political arena.” 
SPECIALIZE 

Though Lim went through some 
training, he admitted that most of it 
has been on-the-job training rather 
thanbeingtold whatto do “There are 
SO many (different) constituent 
problems that the staff has to 
Specialize. MYy Supervisor does 
disability and social security， 
Another person is doing a lot with 
immigration.” 

Alot of the requests come in by 
phone and Lim is expectedtobe able 
torespondtomostofthe problems on 
his own. For major issues, however， 
he seeks out advice `and guidance 
from the other staff members. 

In the few months that Lim has 
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worked in the Congressional o 舍 ce， 
he has learned Several things 一 both 
personally and professionally. 

“There is a lot of power ithis 
office,”reflected the intern.“I can 
call over to the county (for instance) 
and not have to go through red tape. 
There is direct contact! 

“One time，some people had a 
housing problem. They could not get 
the Supervisor on the line， From 
here,”he pointed out“they hear it's 
a Congressman's office calling and 
the supervisorcomes on theline.You 
can Solve the problem faster,”he 
laughed. 

CIRCLES 

“Tve learned to get to the key 
person for service. Usually we go 
through circles trying to _get to the 
right person. Here, I go to the key 
person and tryto getto thebottom of 
things,”declared Lim. 

On a more personal level，the 
young man revealed,“I guess 工 am 
more of a person who likes to work 
With individuals . ..IneverthoughtI 
could handle things in a political 
office. 

“TI am the kind of person who 
doesnotusually speakup,and 太 at” 
Lim explained，is not a good sign in 
political o 包 ce. II open up more now 
and make myself known. When an 
issue came up, I used to keep quiet. 
Now I speak up. Even 过 I am not 
Tight, my Opinion is needed.” 

Attributing much ofthe changeto 
the encouragement of the Boxer 
sta 任 ，Lim observed, “了 Personally I 
have changed. I feel a lot more Self 
confident.” He quickly added， 
however“I was still shocked when 
Barbara Boxer did that news release 
(about me).” 

DAILY 

了 ven as he has gone about 
handlingthe daily requeststhat come 
into the office，and even as he has 
learned, Lim told 忆 astwJestthat he 
noticed almost right away that not 
too many calls from Asians，and 
especially Chinese, came in. 

“Tve handled less than five 
Chinese calls. There should be more 
calls,” insisted the student. “Phil 
Burton has mostofSan Francisco (in 
his district)， but Barbara _ has 
Chinatown, Vallejo, Daly City and 
Marin.” 

Lim speculated that part of the 
Teason forthe few Chinese calls may 
be cultural. “Chinese tend to ,be 
conservative. They do not like to let 
their problems be known to others.” 

Nevertheless，he hoped that his 
presence on Boxer's statt would help 
to overcome Some of that reluctance. 

“Chinatown in Barbara's 
district,”retierated Lim.“It should 
be nice to know that there is a 
Chinese (-Speaking) person who can 
help.” He also suggested that 
persons in the community may just 
not know they can call and receive 
assistance from the office. 

REPLACEMENT 

Since Lim's placement ends ipn 
May, he has already started thinking 
about his replacement. “I_ have 
encouraged them to get another 
Asian,” he explained， However， 
because of the breadth of Boxer's 
district，She has had tospread her 
small sta 作 to cover all three different 
offices。 With a fixed personnel 
budget, she will not be able to hire 
another intern until next September. 

Inthe meantime, Lim encourages 
persons residingin Boxers districtto 
contact him about problems or 
questions they might have that the 

CongresSwWoman may be able to 
resolve. Lim can be reached at 450

“A lot of people when they think 
of politics or Congressional Offices 
become scared,”acknowledged the 
Social work student.“But the people 
here are Superb and nice.

Melissa Warren in the 
Secretary:s office told 无 castrest 
that the group had recently dropped 
its plans for the referendum. “No 
reason Was given for the decision,” 
Warren Said. 

Iang admitted that it would be 
hard to overturn the Congressional 
districting plan. “There are Strong 


interests involved in this,” she

Migration Patterns 
Differ Between 
Refugees, Others 


MADISON, Wisconsin 一 In an 
article reprinted in the January 1983 
issue of the Pacific/Asian American 
Mental Health Research _ Center， 
University of Wisconsin'”s 儿 athleen 
McInnis from the Dept: of Social 
Work concluded that secondary 
Imigration of refugee families differs 
from the migration patterns of the 
general American labor force, 

The study was based on data 
drawn from the flles of 482 families 
consisting of 2,115 individual 
refugees who had originally resettled 
in Wisconsin. 

Secondary migration is defined 
as the movement of a refugee family 
from the initial placement site which 
Was usually determined by the 
individual or ，church which 
Sponsored the entry of the family to 
the US. The secondary 1location 
would not have that  Sponsor 
connection， 

The report indicated that “the 
factors which correspond to higher 
rates of migration for Americans in 
general 一 highereducation, younger 
family, higher level skills 一 did not 
correSspond significantly with the 
incidence of secondary migration 
among refugees.” 

For instance, unlike the general 
American labor market where the 
highest levelof migration is among 
Workers who ' are highly trained， 
unskilled refugees had the highest 
level of secondary migration. 1his 
included persons who had never 
WwWorked or Were employed as 
laborers in their native countries. 

Of the 85 families that moved， 
only 59 gave Specific reasons for 
their departure. The most frequently- 
given Teason Was the desire to be 
near family. McJInnis reported， 
however，that the families have 
preferences _ about which family 
members they wish to _ live near. 
Thus，the initial-placement of a 
refugee family near relatives is no 
asSurance that Secondary migration 
will not occuT. 

Jn contrast, the reasons most of

cites for moving are employment- 
related，followed by family and 
climate. For refugee families， 
employment-related reasons ranked 
Second，followed by climate and 
difficulty .with sponsors and 
communities.

“People think that my eyes must 
be very good to:be able to produce 
these very fine carvings, ”Yang told 
五 asWJFes“but they are Wrong. 工 
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havehad astigmatism foralongtime. 
However,I carve by feeling, and not 
by sight. Thus my eye defects donot 
afifect my work.” 

Micro-sculpture dates back over 
3;000 years agoin China's Western 
Zhou (Chou) period._ Chinese 
archaeologists have found fine 
carvings of oracles on bones and 
turtle shells. 

Micro-sculpture became Imore 
and more popular among the people 
in_ Subsequent dynasties. “However， 
the sculptors “were “mainly 
craftsmen,” Yang explained,“and 
When they perfected one design, they 
repeated the design over and over 
again with very little creativity.” 

Yangsaidthathe andmanyofthe 
contemporary micro-sculptors are 
artists who prefer to _ use this 
medium to express their artistic 
talents， 

In addition to ivory grains, Yang 
also _ experimented with carving on 
pieces ofhair and rockbits. He found 
that human hairs are too fine to use 
for this purpose, but he Successfully 
carved a poem on 3a pig bristle, 

LANDSCAPE 

“IT am very pleased with my 
experiments with rocks,”he said. 
“TIhe color and grain of a piece of 
rock can be incorporated into the 
carving to make a nice landscape 
painting.”Those who have seen his 
TOcCKk pieces are, amazed with the 
effects. 

He freely admitted that his 
experiments with animal bones had 
failed, “Bones are generally too 
brittle for the purpose of fine 


carvVings.” 
His finished ”products ， are 
individually encased in special 


display containers with glass domes 
topped with magnifying gasses.

Ordano added that while the 
Program is called the Jobs for 
Students Network, it is not strictly 
limited to students.“We're trying to 
service all 18- to 28-year-olds,， she” 
explained.“We prefer that they are 
enrolled in an ， educational 
institution Or a vocational training 
program, but as long as they meetthe 
:age requirement， they can 
participate in the program. 

“Eventually we'd like to broaden 
the approach to serve even more 
people. Maybe we'll even changethe 
name to Jobs for San Franciscans,” 
declared Ordano. 

STIPENDS 
The Jobs for Students Network 
. hopes to provide part-time jobs so 
that those in School and especially、 
those in training programs will be 
able to partially support themselves 
while in the program. 

“With the new federal legislation， 
the training programs are there, but 
the stipends for trainees are not,” 
commented Ordano.“The Jobs for 
Students Network is a way around 
this problem.” 

The “program hopes to tap 
businesses in each of SF"”S ethnic 
communities. 了 sther Marks，an 
Asian American and chairperson of 
the Mayors Employment and 
Training Council，said that a wide 
Spectrum of people were Selected to 
intiate the program So that different 
groups would be contacted.

William Russell-Shapiro，Ppresi- 
dent of SF Renaissance，stressed 
that the program was not Simply a 
Stop-gap measure. “We hope that 
these part-time jobs will be a 
permanment Opportunity and that 
those we are able to place in the jobs 
will stay on with the company. 

“For others,this will be afirst step 
towards full employment.” He noted 
that the lack of a part-time job often 
prevents _ people from being in 
training Programs to _ develop job 
Skills.“This is one simple thing that 
can be done.” 

RESPONSIVENESS 

The actual number of jobs made 
availablje will depend on the 
reSponsiveness of the business 
commtunity，stated Shapiro. “OUr 
optimal goal is to have each firm in 
SF offer one part-time job,”he said， 
notingthatthere are over 7;000firms 
in SE with more than six employees. 
“Werd like to see each one of them 
participate in this program.” 

One of the participants in the 
program ls Justice Anthony 天 line of 
the California Appellate Courb who 
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noted that the benefits of this 
program are not limited to 
Simply reducing unemployment. 

“As a former juvenile court and 
criminal court judge, I can Say that 
crime is more closely related to 
unemploymentthan any other factor. 
We'renot goingtoreduce crime until 
we reduce unemployment，and this 
program is a good wayto accomplish 
that.2” | 

Employers “who wish to 
participate in the program can ofifer 
part-time jobs through the Youth 
Services Office, at 861-JOBS.“Ihe 
jobs don':tf yet exist ” Shapiro 
pointed out.“We want people to use 
this number to offerthejobs, andnot 
JUst to find work.”

The business community's 
reSponse to the program has been 
good so far,，said Chan.“We have 
SeVveral letters of intent to purchase 
(Space in the project), several letters 
of commitment and others have 
expressed an interest in the project. 

“As it stands now，WwWe have 
enough clients for a printing:and a 
garmentpark. Whatwe wouldliketo 
do is to getas many firms as possible 
to _ put their names in a “prospect 
bank” as possible future clients.” 

Chan stressed that this is not a 
one-Shot deal. “We're not starting 
with this one project and stopping 
when its done. We hope to 
rechannel the funds from this project 
into other projects and keep it going.
